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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. The phrase "the outer floor surface meet" is unclear and 

confusing. It appears have some words missing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gladden 

(3,586,013) in view of Mahn (6,497,934). Gladden discloses the use of tent (10) 

comprising a corner portion including a first receptacle (45) that is formed by the corner 

portion of the tent fabric in the inner direction of the tent; a second receptacle which is 

formed opposite the first receptacle in the contact part where a first floor link is sewn to 

the outer wall surface of the corner portion of the tent fabric and a second floor link 

which is sewn to the outer floor surface meet. Gladden shows the use of all the claimed 

invention but fails to show the use of a waterproof-coated member and a waterproof 
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tape attached to the sewing lines. Mahn teaches the use of a waterproof-coated 
member and waterproof tape attached to the sewing lines. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to modify the tent fabric with 
waterproof-coated member and waterproof tape as taught by Mahn, in order to prevent 
water from seeping into the tent.
